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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment raises new issues and new matter as to the invention being claimed. Page 5, lines 
11-16 of the specification descibes the the invention as a "pharmaceutical gel composition" and the proposed claims describe the 
invention as a composition which comprises a pharmaceutical gel composition. It is unclear whether there is support for two different 
compostions. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the interview, applicant argued that the claims 
distinquished over Benes as to a different Eudragit polymer, yet page 16, lines 22-29 of the specification teach that such a cationic 
polymer may be used. Further, the claims are drawn to a composition as it would exist prior to application to the skin and the 
mucoadhesive of Benes meet these limitations. While Benes may not recognize that the compostion may be applied directly to the skin in 
liquid form, this failure does not render the composition patentably distinct. Column 1 , lines 21-27 of Benes teach that a drug may be 
added to the particulate polymeric resin. 
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
